Phonomonal 
TImo 
Mado 
by 
tho 
Now York Contral. 


An Interesting Inclilont 
of Early Travel 
Recalled by a Colncldonco of Datos 
Discoveries of Oro.it Im- 
portance. 


Tho phenomenal time record made by 
tho New York Central & Hudson Hirer 
Ralroad company, on the 11th day o 
September, 
18D5, recalls an interesting 
coincidence of dates of special interest 
in the city of Albany. 
On tho 11th clay of September, 1C00, 
Henry 
Hudson, after making several 
unsuccessful 
attempts 
to discover 
a 
northeast passage around 
the 
conti- 
nent, under the direction of the Anglo-Dutc- h 
East India company, entered the 
Hudson river, terminating 
his trip at 
the head of the navigable waters in the 
vicinity of Albany, which he 
named 
"tho New Netherlands." 
Hudson did notmake the rapid transit 
of C5 
3 
miles per hour, nor is it pos- 
sible that his sailing record compared 
favorably with the speed of the Defend- 
er or tho Valkyrie, but the result of his 
discoveries was of lastly more impor- 
tance, as it indicated the 
route which 
was destined to be followed in tho march 
of civilization and the declopmcnt of 
this continent, and has done more for 
tho advancement of science and 
the 
arts than any section of the earth re- 
corded in history. 
It was here that tho first meeting of 
the colonial representatives was held, 
resulting 
in the preliminary steps for 
tho establishment 
of the present 
re- 
publican form of government. 
It was here that Clinton and his co- 
adjutors, taking adantagc 
of the nat- 
ural topographical 
route provided by 
nature, inaugurate! the canal system, 
connecting tho waters of the Hudson 
with the lakes, which was the pioneer 
movement for inland transportation, 
and was followed by the more rapid 
railroad system rendered necessary by 
the demands of commerce. It was here 
that tho first institute for the develop- 
ment of science and the arts and the 
promotion of agriculture 
was 
incor- 
porated by Stephen Van Itcnsselner and 
others, wnich is still in existence. 
It was here that Dr. Nott provided tho 
first plan in the introduction 
of 
the 
grate bar, by which coal could be suc- 
cessfully used as fuel. 
It was here tiat Llttlefield brought f 
into use the first 
stove. 
' 
that Squire Whipple first 
reduced to science the art of 
bridge 
building, erecting a trapezoidal truss 
bridge of iron, and presenting formulas 
for sei oral structures. 
It was here that Prof. Henry and Dr. 
TenEyek strung miles of wire around 
the walls of tho Albany ncademy, dem- 
onstrating tho practical 
uso of elec- 
tricity as a power and in the transmis- 
sion of messages, which was immedi- 
ately applied by Prof. Morse by the uso 
of his alphabet. 
And it was here, at the West Albany 
shops of the railroad company, 
that 
William Buchanan, superintendent 
of 
motive power, planned and constructed 
the celebrated engine 909, and others of 
tho same style, which hae gained an 
international 
reputation, 
and without 
which the success attending the phe- 
nomenal achievement could not have 
been accomplished. 
It is worthy of 
note that our Dutch ancestors of the 
Netherlands, to whom we are indebted 
for so much, have just launched the 
largest steamship now afloat of the twin 
screw type. 
May success attend their 
enterprise.

GRIZZLY 
AND 
SILVER TIP. 


Threo 
Types 
In California 
of Immense 
Size anil Strength. 
The grizzly bears found all through 
tho canyons of the Itoclcy and Coast 
mountains and spurs of the Sierra Ne- 
vada range seldom descend from lofty 
altitudes, 
where they manage year in 
and year out to eke out a subsistence 
near the perpetual snow line. 
An old 
and experienced hunter has said that 
"any man's a fool to go in nrtcr bear 
alone." 
The bruins of the east and the 
bruins of tho west are almost totally 
different animals. 
The Ursa Majors of 
the Sierras are monstrous in size, 
en- 
dowed with Ugly dispositions and pro- 
digious strength, and ns for grit, they 
dispute 
and very often successfully, 
too 
the sovereignty of the mountains 
and forests with the king of American 
beasts, the mountain lion. 
Hunters 
disagree upon the point of 
how many different species of the bear 
tribe wc have in the southw est. 
There 
are at least three distinct types of the 
family in California and Lower Califo- 
rnianamely, the grizzly, brown 
and 
black bear. 
Besides these there 
are 
also gray bears, cinnamon bears and 
the Sierra grayback. 
The true gray is 
seldom, if ever, seen now as far north 
as the 45th parallel, and as far cast as 
the main divide; the cinnamon is sim 
ply a cross between tho 
brown 
and 
black bears, and the mighty silver tip 
is neither more nor lessthau a mongrel 
of the brown and grizzly, 
partaking 
strongly of the natuics of the two, but 
particularly of the latter. All the mem- 
bers of the species intermarry, and the 
silver tip is the king of the family. 
This big fellow, springing from the 
grizzly and tho brown, combines all the 
ferocity and tough strength of the for- 
mer with the agility and stubbornness 
of the latter, each distinctive trait 
bc-iu- g 
more prominent in him and 
pos-ress- 
to a greater degree than by tho 
very animals from whom he borrows 
them. 
The silver tip is unquestionably 
the ruler of the family by reason of his 
greater size and belligerent 
disposi- 
tion. 
Lewis and Clarke, in their nar- 
rative of their journey to the 
Pacific 
coast nearly a hundred years ago, speak 
of meeting not only brown and black 
bears, but also numerous white bears, 
that made it perilous traveling at times 
for various members of that bold pio- 
neer party.

SUPREME MOMENT IN A LAUNCH 
It Is When the Vessel First Gets Into 


5 
That a launch is a matter of mathe- 
matics, as well as of great skill and la- 
bor, is shown by the fact that the man 
of science who has the matter in chargo 
always makes a set of calculations show- 
ing the strain on the ship and its pre- 
cise condition at practically every foot 
of tho journey down the ways. If rv 
boat should get in the way, or if it 
should take an unusual length of time 
to Knock" out the 
keel-block- s, 
or if any 
one of half a dozen things should cause 
serious delay, the scientific man knows 
just how long he can wait, and just how 
far the limit of safety extends. 
There Is always one supreme moment 
in n launch, and it is at a time that es- 
capes the average spectator. 
It is when, 
the vessel gets fairly well into the water. 
This is when an important factor known 
ns the moment of buoyancy comes into 
play. 
If you can imagine a vessel slid- 
ing down an incline without any water 
into which to drop, you can sec that the 
vessel 
vt ould tip down suddenly at tho 
end which has left the ways, and would 
rise at the end still on the incline. 
But 
really, in successful launches, the stern 
of the vessel is gradually lifted up by 
tho water, and this throws the weight 
forward on that part of the ship still 
resting on the ways. 
The force of the 
water is called the "moment of 
buoy-aney- ," 
and the natural tendency of tho 
ship to drop to the bottom of the stream 
is called the "moment of weight." Now 
the moment of buoyancy must always 
be greater than the moment of weight;' 
but it must not be very much greater, 
for if it were it would throw too much 
weight forward on the part of the ship 
still on the ways, and might break them 
down, or injure the plates or keel of 
the 
ship. 
When the great English 
battleship Itamillies was launched, thi3 
did really happen; and so great was tho 
strain near the bow that parts of tho 
cradle were actually pushed right into 
the bottom of the vessel. 
It is this dan- 
ger of disaster that causes the scientific 
laurcher to make the most careful cal- 
culations as to the conditions surround- 
ing the ship at every foot of her journey 
into tho water.

The practibillty 
of these carriages 
sccnis to be placed beyond doubt. Since 
1S02 they have been growing in favor 
; 
in France, and the only wonder is that 
we have not seen them over here before 
now. 
The future would appear to be- 
long to them, if all be true, and we can 
bardly doubt the bona fides. 
They are 
ns easily worked as a tricycle 
prob- 
ably easier. 
A novice, as many witness, 
is able upon the first trial to drive his 
. 
carriage 
over 
200 miles in 
2 days of 
10 hours 
apiece. 
Tourists 
have 
wan- 
dered over half a dozen departments in 
them, and the taste is spreading every 
day. 
Soon the enthusiasm will reach 
England, nnd then 
well, it is difficult 
to say what will happen then. 
For among the great advantages of 
the petroleum carriage is its remarkable 
cheapness. 
The cost of a carriage is 
not much in the first instance. 
TJliey 
are built, as we have said, with touching 
fidelity to old forms. 
There is the dog- 
cart, the wagonette, the phaeton, the 
"break" 
nnd

lay contemplation of these vehicles, we 
ore not disposed to think that finality 
has been reached in regard to their 
shape. 
When the first railway carriages were 
constructed, either out of loving con- 
servatism or from a desire not to of- 
fend, they were built upon Ithe line of 
the stage coach and colored to match. 
In time they achieved their

posts 
200; 
the phaeton, 
212, and 
the "mylord" heads the price list at 
240. 
These cannotbe reckoned

travagant prices. 
And when you have 
once purchased a voiture to your taste 
the saving seems amazing. 
To begin with, two horses can be dis- 
carded; 
and horses, we believe, 
are 
roughly estimated to cost 
25 or 
30 
a year apiece to keep. 
A purchaser of a 
petroleum carriage reckons that it costs 
him from l.SOf. to 2f. a day. 
The manu- 
facturer's reckoning is 4c. per kilometer 
for a 
carriage and 
5c. for a 
carriage; 
let us say, on an 
average, 
something between a half-- 
, 
penny and 3 farthings a mile.

Compare 
this with the expenses 
Let us say a cab horse costs 
some 
36, and is available for three

Add to this 
25 for food and 
keeping, and wc get a total of 
37. The 
initial outlay on the vehicle may be ig-- 
norcd, as we are also ignoring the initial""" 
cost of a voiture.

year out, would hardly do more than 15 
miles a day. Out of these figures, which 
are, of course, rough, one may deduct 
something like twopence a mile as tho 
cost of a horse carriage.

SUPREME MOMENT IN A LAUNCH 
It Js When tho Vessel First Gets Into 
tho-Wat- 


That a launch is a matter of mathe- 
matics, as well as of great skill and la- 
bor, is shown by the fact that the man 
of science who has the matter in charge 
always makes a set ofcalculations show- 
ing the strain on the ship and its pre- 
cise condition at practically every foot 
of the journey down the ways. If 
should get in the way, or if it 
should take an unusual length of time 
to Knock out the 
keel-block- s, 
or if any- 
one of half a dozen things should cause 
serious delay, the scientific man knows 
just how long he can wait, and just how 
far the limit of safety extends. 
; 
There is always one supreme moment 
in a launch, and it is at a time that es- 
capes the average spectator. 
It's when, 
the vessel gets fairly well into the water. 
This is when an important factor known 
as the moment of buoyancy comes into 
play. 
If you can imagine a vessel slid- 
ing down an incline without any water 
into which to drop, you can see that tho 
vessel would tip down suddenly at tho 
end which has left the ways, and woulil 
rise at the end still on the incline. 
But 
really, in successful launches, the stern 
of the vessel is gradually lifted up by 
the water, nnd this throws the weight 
forward on that part of the ship still 
resting on the ways. 
The force of the 
water is called the "moment of 
buoy-nncy- ," 
nnd the natural tendency of tho 
ship to drop to the bottom of the stream 
is called the "moment of weight." Now 
the moment of buoyancy must always 
be greater than the moment of weight;-bu- t 
it must not be very much greater, 
for if it were it would throw too much, 
weight forward on the part of the ship 
still on the ways, and might break them 
down, or injure the plates or keel of 
the 
ship. 
When 
the great English 
battleship Itamillics was launched, this 
did really happen; and so great was the 
strain near the bow that parts of the 
cradle were actually pushed right into 
the bottom of the vessel. 
It is this dan- 
ger of disaster that causes the scientific 
laurcher to make the most careful cal- 
culations as to the conditions surround- 
ing the ship at every foot of her journey 
into the water.
